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The class was reduced to 15 men and one woman by tho Geparture of’ the 
colleacucs von Zersser and Lemcke from the D.V.A. who were transferred te 
Potsdam as ministerial directors, and by the passing of the colleasues 
Wittechiebe, Wolff, and Kitzing into the special class. Of the coller. ques 
wio heve boon transferred to the special class, Wittschicbe and Wolff have a 
great interest in the D.V.A. and also probably the qualifications for wozit- 
ing here, while Kitging, who seems less suited to such vork, from vocatieunl 
notives is no.longer interested, after an initielly very strong interest. 

As a result of the departure of the five colleagues the smaller circle of 
those whose participation in discussion is the most lively becama cssentially 
weakened but not eliminated, 


Cf the remaining ones the colleacues Blenkic, Habermann, Tulote, and 
Sonnet took the most lively interest in the diseussicn, specially pleasing 
is it that the eolleagues Lober, Beler, and Veigol, who carlier had scarcely 
any interest, are recently antering in more decisively, ith regard to their 
eapacity for york: at tho Academy, the colleagues layhak, Cchiebel, anc Prager 
aro to be regarded with some doubts, in connection with which the latter gave 
to be surco a good, even if not a very independent report. in the interest of 
a stronger participation, and also of the still reluctant colleanucs, in the 
discussion, the class has bean arrenzed and grouped with an eye to its in- 
telligence. Those who enter in more “uoakly uhen left to their oun initiative 
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ere scated forward and are favored ovér the others with regard to their share in 


the discussion. The periphery is to be moved into focus, Mesides thet, ve 
are trying to make the participation more soneral by means of alloting short 


veports, special direct questions and encouraging personally directed questions 


in return from the colleagues. The technical direction of the discussion 
has passed from colleague Michalls to colleatue Sonnet in order to give tho 
‘Loxner the possibility of active attention and participation. 


Ideological no contrast has been established between the one non-SED 
collearuce (Hotzel and the others, The afore-mentioned colleague entered 
the cDy without any ideolopicsl grounds but from reasons of obtaining a posi-~- 
tion and is besides being successfully introduced Into copmiznce of social 
relations through the vork of the Academy and an old comrade who rooms vith 
hin, tle ls very prateful for thie ond seems capable of development, although 
he has not yet overcome a certain inforiority complex, 


Uncertainties have arisen in the circle of students with regard to the 
character of the people's damecracy, by virtue of the recent publications in 
the pross which deviate from the opinions taught at the Academy, Tha desire 
| for roneved representations on this quostion has been expressed fron several 


sides. The discussion of equal rights for women was ideologically interesting. 


‘Notwithstanding basic agreement in this question, the old concept on tho 
superior position of the husband acain put in its appearance unconsciously 
emong many colleagues on the eccasion of the treatment of individual questions 
of nractice, 


A critical point wes the return of the written practice-yorks who3e 
average ovaluation lay between "sufficient" and "satisfactory". Although 
false concepts and discords could arise among the students very easily this 
way, and the grades "sufficient" and "satisfactory" are considered in general 
too narrow, no real difficulty was encountered nor were any serious protests 
maintained and the contact was not troubled. A further difficulty,which it 
was nevertheless possible to overcome, existed: many who vere not accested 
in the speeial closs felt thonselves slighted through its formation, 


By and large one ean perceive that the end of the course draws near and 
the general wish to assure oneself of a good result 1s a stimilus, Special 
difficulties do not exist. 
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
